Enclosed ia a 
partial llat at tha commodities nos moving within the Hennia authority with per¬ 
tinent information, aurh as tearperatura-control requirement*, the shipper, origin, 
and daatination. 

You will racAll our pravtoua diacuaaion had to do with tha raquaat for aatabllahing 
a Special Commodities Division for the movement of thaae and other commodities 
that require temperature-control during the varloue timee of the year. The reason 
for the request to establish e Special Commodities Division wa* so that w* may 
giv* apacifir trying to a special group of drivers, working within this division, 
rather than trying to control th* problem among the great number of road drivers 
which wa now hav*. It ia our infant that thaae commodities move in tha Special 
Commodltiea Division only during such times of the veer as la nsesasary to 
maintain th* controlled temperature requirement. 

In order that wa may move ahead with our plana on this matter, we would like to 
raquaat a masting, aa soon as possible, for further diacuaaion of tha matter.

Dear Mr. Hoffa: 

1 wrote to you on June 7, 1962 regarding the poaaibility of expanding the 

furniture diviaion operation into the Eaat Coast Area. It waa pointed out 
that in order to compete with non-union carriers, it would be necessary 
that the furniture division road drivers make direct delivery to the con¬ 
signee; and, we requested that this be cleared with Local Unions Nos. 

107, 557, and 641. 

Subsequent to my letter of June 7, 1962, 1 was under the impression 
from Mr. Tom Flynn that this had been cleared with these Locals. How- 
svsr, ws are experiencing difficulty with this matter from Local 107 in 
the Philadelphia area. We do not feel it is economically possible to 
handle Philadelphia accounts, formerly handled by non-union carriers, 
unless delivery is made by the furniture division road drivers. Therefore, 
we nesd to know the status of this situation with Local 107 in order that 
we may decide whether to handle these accounts or to place an embargo 
on them. 

An early reply on this matter will be appreciated.

Dsar Mr. Hoffa: 

Ws requsst to meet with you, or your suthorlzed representstlve for the pur¬ 
pose of discussing the establishment of s specisl handling division of over- 
ths-road drivers. 

This would be s flat-bsd division hauling freight which by Inherent nature or 
shipper's demand would have to move on flat trailers. This fr eight is pre¬ 
sentl y moving on non-union lines, but we sre assured many ot these move- 
ments if and when we secure proper equipment and can render necessary 
service. 

Ws have access to equipment end drivers through s contract hauler. Render¬ 
ing necessary service would require certain flexibilities which we do not hsve 
under the present Carolina contract. For example, these movements are truck 
loads which would require direct pickup and delivery; would involve s consider¬ 
able amount of deadhead mileage; st time may involve considerable delay in 
making the pickup and/or delivery; and rates for these movements at the pre¬ 
sent time are low. 

It is imperative that we get into this matter at the esrliest possible time in 
order to hold the assurance we now have for necessary equipment, drivers, 
and accounts.

Dear Sir: 

During our meeting of the 24th in your office, I spoke to you about 
the problems which had been called to my attention recently by the 
Dispatch Department here at Hennis Freight Lines, Inc. in making 
dslivsry or pickups in cities in the midwest where we have no con¬ 
tract. 

Attached you will find the information which 1 stated 1 could produce 
for you where local unions have placed pressure on us to pay for helpers 
insisting that regardless of the provisions to do so in our contract in 
the Carolines, we would not be able to deliver in their territory. You 
will nots in some cases, we are not only paying for local help, in addi¬ 
tion to our own men both being paid while standing idly by, but we are 
paying eight hours' pay when actually the work took approximately two 
hours. 

On February 28, 1958, at approximately 10:00 a.m., we received a call 
from R. S. Holler, Sr., one of our road drivers who wss destined to 
deliver a load to Gilberts, Inc. st Portsmouth, Ohio. He informed us 
that the business agent from Local 413, Portsmouth, Ohio would not 
let him unload freight.

In trying to get my truck released, which was delayed until approximately 
noon and only after I had turned the load of freight over to a local cartage 
company for delivery ut a cost of $50. 00 in addition to paying our own 
drivers, 1 spoke to Mr. Call, business agent of 413 of the Portsmouth 
local, and later to Dale Mann, President of Local 413 in Columbus, Ohio. 
Both these gentlemen take the position that regardless of what we have 
in the Carolina Freight Council Over-the-Road A g reement or regardless 
of how we pay, when we come into any city in the State of Ohio, we have 
to hire local labor. As you well know, during negotiations it was specifi¬ 
cally understood that the motor carrier would be permitted to make pickups 
and deliveries as long as we paid the central states' rate in such area. 

We also would like to call your attention to the pressure which is being 
placed on us at Terre Haute, Indiana. Enclosed you will find where one 
man, Edward W. Hayes, is continually insisting on delivering our loads 
and interfering. 

We are not a signator to a contract in Portsmouth, Columbus, or Terre 
Haute. Therefore we feel that we need some relief and would greatly 
appreciate your interceding in our behalf to take this undue burden off 
of our Company.

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SWORN STATEMENT 

1. Raymond S. Holler, Sr. , give the following statement of my own free will 
and without inducement of any kind. 

1. Raymond S. Holler, Sr., am employed by Hennis Freight Lines, Inc., 
Winaton-Salem, N. C. as an over-the-road driver, and have been so employed 
aince Auguat 29, 1950. 

On February 27, 1958, 1 was dispatched from Winston-Salem, N. C, on unit 
number 912, pulling trailer number 517-A. I was on a two-man (sleeper) operation 
with co-driver Carlie W. Stillwell. We left Winaton-Salem at approximately 9:30 
p. m. , with instructions to make deliveries in Portsmouth, Ohio, one at Consolidated 
Telephone Company and one at Gilberts, Inc. We arrived at Consolidated Telephone 
Company at approximately 10:00 a.m. on February 28, and started unloading. We 
had moat of the freight for Consolidated Telephone Company unloaded when 1 was 
approached by David Childers at about 10:30 a.m. Mr. Childers stated they had 
a contract there and that we couldn't come in there and unload. Mr. Childers 
further stated that he had unloaded a load for Glenn Stewart in November, 1957, 
for which Hennis had not paid him and for which Childers showed me a post card 
aigned by Glenn Stewart and had an amount of $14. 22 on it. Mr. Childers stated 
they had had a pay raiae aince he unloaded Glenn Stewart's load and that it would 
coat $15. 54 to unload my load. Mr. Childers stated it would cost $15. 54 because 
they had to get an eight-hour minimum regardless how long it took to unload. Mr. 
Childera aaid 1 would have to pay for unloading Stewart's load and mine in order to 
get my load off - a total of $29. 7b. 1 told Mr. Childers 1 had enough money to pay 

for unloading my load, but 1 didn't have money to pay for Stewart's load, and, further, 
1 didn't know anything about Stewart's load. Mr. Childers said the Business Agent 
waa right there in the car. 1 told Mr. Childers that if that was his Business Agent 
to get him over there and 1 called Winston-Salem and talked to Mr. Frigon. While 
talking to Mr. Frigon, the person who identified himself as the Business Agent, 

Mr. Call, came over and 1 told him to talk to Mr. Frigon. My co-driver, C. W. 
Stillwall, and myself were standing by the telephone while Mr. Call talked to Mr. 

F rigon. 

After the telephone conversation between Mr. Call and Mr. Frigon, I talked 
to Mr. Call and asked him if he were holding the truck up from unloading, and Mr. 
Call aaid no but we couldn't unload until the matter was straightened out. During 
the above proceedings, the employees at Consolidated Telephone Company finished 
unloading thsir fraight. 

A man from Pitts Transfer came down to the Consolidated Telephone Co. ware - 
houaa and adviaed me to bring the truck down to their warehouse and they would

handle the load for Gilberts, Inc. 1 took the truck to Pitta Transfer warehouse and 
about the same time I arrived at Pitts Transfer, Mr. Childers and Mr. Call arrived 
also. When they approached me, I asked Mr. Call if everything was O. K. Mr. 

Call said he wanted to know when Mr. Childers was going to be paid for unloading 
Stewart's load in November, 1957. i told Mr. Call I did not know about that and 
that hs would have to clear that with Mr. Frigon, whereupon I called Mr. Frigon 
again and let Mr. Call talk to him. After Mr. Call talked to Mr. Frigon, he and 
Mr. Childers left. It took Pitts Transfer one and one-half hours to unload the 
freight for Gilberts, Inc. with two men working.

SWCRNSTATEMENT 


I. Glenn M. Stewart, am employed by Henme Freight Linee, lnc. a Winaton- 
Salem, N. C., ae an over-the-road driver, and have been ao employed since 
i ebruary i, 1954. 

1 certify the following statement ia given by me of my own free will, and 
without inducement of any kind. 

Un November 24, 1957, I waa dispatched from Vi inaton-Salem, N. C. at 
10:28 p. m. on a two-man (aleeper) operation with co-driver, E. W. Lawson on 
unit number 84d pulling trailer 1459. Our inatructiona were to deliver this losd 
to Gilberts, Lnc. at Portsmouth, Ohio and call Winston-Salem. 

Ws arrived at Gilberts, Inc. m Portsmouth, Ohio at 12:00 noon on Novem¬ 
ber 25, 1957. There waa another truck unloading when we arrived, and I had 
to wait until thia truck mushed unloading before 1 could back my unit to the 
Gilberts, lnc. nock. I hs other true* finished unloading at approximately 2:00 
p.m. 1 than got out o, my truck and opened the door a oi my trailer and proceeded 
to back up to tha dock of Gilberts, inc. Alter 1 got my trailer tc the dock, 1 
got out of the truck and went to the esc* oi tue trailer to start unloading. At this 
time, three men approached me ana the one who identities himneif as a union 
business sgent asked if 1 were going to unload diet trailer. 1 told him that was 
what 1 was there for. Ibis person than stated that since we were road dnvere 
that we couldn't unload the trailer, and, further, that we would have to have a 
local company nr local union help to unload. The buainaeu said that hs 

had two men there wno Cuuio i.iload the truiler. [ told the buevners '.gem if that 
waa the way it h.-d to be thai the two men he had there may ae well unload it. The 
business agent then tula me that 1 would hoe to pay an eight-hour guarantee, which 
would amount to 514. 22. 1 told the business saent I did not have the money to pay 

these men, and they would have to send the UiU to the Company (Hennis * rsight 
Lines, Inc. ) to get their money. Since this seemed to be o. k. with the business 
agent, the other two men proceeded to unload. It took these two men approximately 
2-1/2 to i hours to unload the trsiler, finishing at approximately 5:00 p.m. After 
unloading was completed, one of the men who helped unload made out s bill and 
gave me a copy and had me to sign tha one he kept. This person identiile 1 him¬ 
self ae David Childers. 1 do not know the names of the other two men, but would 
recognise them. 1 left Gilberts, lnc. with the understanding s bill would be sent 
to Hennis for payment.
